CONTINUE THKIK LESSONS 


In Soientiflo Cooking and Household 


Economics. 


Tho cooking school at Mechanics hall, 


yesterday, was attended by a very select 
audience both afternoon and evening. In 
the evening especially the attendance was 
large many wealthy ladies being present 
with one or moro of their servants. 


Baked halibut steaks—Wash and dry 


two halibut stoaks; butter n fish sheet, lay 
thin sliceii of salt pork upon it. Tlaco a 
steak upon the pork; pour lemon juice 
over it and dust with salt and pepper. Dip 
oysters (one-half pint), In nicltod butter 
nnd then in cracker crumbs and place 
xipon the fish. Place the second steak 
over tho oysters, season as before, laying 
Bllcef. of pork on top. 
Bake SO or 40 


minutes, basting three or four times with 
the juice in the pan and lastly with melted 
'buttor. 
Remove pork on the top and 


cover with battered crumbs. Servo when 
the crumbs n:re browned, garnished with 
.parsley and slices of lemon, with IIoI- 
landalae sauce made as follows:

Ilollnnddalae sauce—Boat one-half cup- 


ful of butter til! soft and creamy. Add 
the yoke of four ogps, one by one, and 
and beat until they aro blended with tho 


t butter. Add 1 1-2 tablespoonfuls lemon 
Juice, one saltspoonful suit, few grain? 
iCapenne. Beat till smooth. Then bear 
.the mixture with the Dover egg beater for 
iflve rulnutfts, sot into a dish of boiling 
{•water,' add one-third of a cupfnl boiling 
; water and coqkj*ill-thiuk as a Mayonnaise 
sauce, •boattef'a'U the time. 
,, 


t . Gernvxn padding—Scald 1 quart of milk 
to-which a piece of stick'cinnamon has 
teenaMdcd; mix 1-2 cup of corn starch 
•with milk to make It pour and stir it into 
the hot milk. Add 2 tea-spoonfuls sugar 
and cook 15 minutes. 
Beat the whites of 


3 eggs till dry. Mix 8 tablespoonfuls co- 
coa and 1 tablespoonful sugar; dissolve 
with 2 tablespoonfuls hot watar. 
Pour 


oni;-lutlf the pudding mixture into a dlah 
and add -1-2 -the beaten whites to It. 
Flavor with 1-2.teaspoonful vanilla. Add 
tho cocoa mixture with 1-2 teaspoonful 
vanilla and the rest of the whites to the 
other half of the pudding mixture. 
Put 


the chocohite pudding into tho lower part 
, of a mould and the white pudding above. 
Serve when cold with a boiled custard 
made with a pint of milk and the yolks p.f 
the eggs flavored with 1 teaspoonful of 
vanllln. 


Pltrin pastry—Sift Into chopping bowl 1 


heaping cup of flonr, saltspoonful each of 
salt and Cleveland's baking powder. Chop 
into it from 1-S to 1-2 cnp of lard. 
Mix 


.with as little water as possible; turn upon 
the board, pat, roll ont, fold, turn and 
roll out twice. 
Thon roll up like a jelly 


roll.

At the evening session, Mrs. 
Bates 


made use of the following recipes:', 


Blanquette of chicken—Melt 2 tahle- 


spoonfuls flour, -j teaspoonful salt, ami -J 
saltspoonf ul popper. 
Add 1 cup of chick- 


en stock and 1 cup of Highland evaporat- 
ed cream, which, has been diluted i with 
milk. Add I pint of chicken, cut into 
dice, and J can of peas. Serve on thin 
slices of toast. 


Red salad—Mix together 1 cup of beets, 


2 cups of cold boiled potatoes, 1-2"cup of 
veal, pork or chicken, 1 apple peeled and 
1-2 cup of celery, all cut into dice. Add 1 
chopped pickle. Marinate with a French 
dressing, made with 2 tablespoonfuls oil, 
4 tablespoonfuls vinegar, a few grains of 
cayenne and mustard, a few drops of 
onion juice, and salt to taste. 
Arrange 


the vegetables on a large plate, and mark 
out a star with a knife. 
Outline "the star 


with parsley, and fill In between the points 
•with tho yokes and whites of eggs, beets, 
potatoes and cresses, or mince sardine. 


Cocoa .layer cake—Cream 1-8 cup of 


butter. Add one cup of sugar and cream. 
Add 1-2 cup of milk, 2 well beaten eggs, 
and 2 cups'of flour with 2 toaspoonfuls 
Cleveland's baking powder. Bake in three 
layers. 


For the. filling—Three tablespoonfuls 


butter, 2 teaspoonful cocoa, and sugar 
(confectionecU) to raix stiff enough to 
spread. 
Put between and on top of 


layers. 


Tartar 
sauce—Mix 
1-2 
teaspoonful 


sugar, 1 teaspoonfnl mustard, 1 teaspoon- 
ful salt and 1-4 teaspoonful cayenne. Add 
slowly 3-4 cup oil, 1 tablospoonful vinegar, 
and 1 tablespoonful lemon juice. Add 1 
teaspoonful miuced parsley, 1 tablospoon- 
ful 
chopped olives; 1-2 tablespoonful 


chopped 
pickle, and 1-2 tablespoonful 


chopped caper.

SPEAK TO A SMALTj CROWD AT 


HUST1SGTON HAH.. 


They Deal' Mostly With National 


Issues. 


There wns something very frosty ahout 


the republican rally In Huntlngton hall, 
rast evening. 


It wna a rally, and then again"it wasn't. 


There were speakers there and they spoke, 
but the audience was cold, very cold, and 
there was'a lack of that enthusiasm which 
in the past has characterized rallies in 
this city, hoth democratic and republi- 
can. 


But there is a reason for this lack of 


enthusiasm; it IB attributable to the eva- 
sive campaign being waged by the republi- 
cans. Last night, no*, once wns reference 
made to the corporation, or liomo rule 
planks in tho democratic platform; rather 
were the speakers' Inclined to t:ilk on 
national affairs, the stato bank issue in 
particular. 


The mention of Governor Groonhalpc'? 


namo elicited but faint applause. This 
was In BtriklnR conti-ast witn the hurrahs 
with which his name was greeted last 
year. 


Shortly after 8 o'clock Chairman Kilos- 


ki called to order, read a long list ot vice 
presidents from every ward in the city and 
introduced:Solon W. .Stevens, Esq., as 
presiding officer. 
When Mr. Stevens com- 


menced the body of Ihe hall was nearly 
filled, but in the gallery moro than one- 
half the seats were vacant. 
There were 


about i!D ladies present and .Mr. Stevens in 
his opening speech said it was easy to toil 
that the rally was a republican one be- 
cause of tho large number of ladins pres- 
ent. He said that as sure as the- sun 
would rise on .Nov. 0, Hon. Frederick T. 
Grecnhalgo will be elected for a third 
term. He then said a kind word for 
Senator FOBS and introduced Lieut.-Gov. 
Wolcott as "the coming man." 


The lieutenant governor was certainly 


accorded a very warm reception. Among 
other things he said: "At this hour last 
night it was my pleasure to bo on tho 
platform of a great gathering of the re- 
publicans of the state. Among tho speak- 
ers was that fearless, sturdy leader, whoso 
name is known throughout tho 'land, 
Theodore Roosevelt. I wish that every 
one of you could have heard that speech. 
It was a bugle call as he thundered forth 
that whether defeated or not, ho would not 
raise a fingerwelght from the effort to 
purge Now York of corruption. 


Then lie praised the New York man, 


complimenting-hl'm in tho highest terms 
for tho work he 19 doing. Speaking of 
the Hon. John E. Russell's speech at Ded- 
haui, he said: 


"He denied my statement that a plank 


in the democratic platform of 1S92 favor- 
ed tho repeal of tho 10 per cent, tax on 
state banks. Before Mr. Russell goes 
gunning again he had better look to his 
cartridge, lest it be blank. 


"I believe that the republican party, 


long the custodian of the honor of the 
country, will wait long before it ex- 
changes the notes redeemable iu gold by 
government for notes depending on the 
stability of the 44 state legislatures. So I 
say that this policy of the democratic 
party is a menace to the prosperity of tho 
country. 


"I might speak of foreign policy. I 


believe the people demand that the United 
States flag shall protect Americans every 
where. I believe that the Monroe doctrine 
should be moro strongly asserted, and 
that the armed occupation of tho countries 
south 
of 
tho 
United 
States should 


cease. 
^ 


This last sentiment called for applause. 


In conclusion, the lieutenant governer, 
devoted-~ considerable attention to the 
governor's couucll, denouncing strongly, 
and discountenancing tho idea of its 
abolition. 


Congressman McCall of Winchester was 


then Introduced and during his speech, 
went Solon Stevens one better by referr- 
ing to Mr.. Wolcoit as "tho next candidate 
for governor." He said: 


. "You have a splendid state ticket, from 
top to bottom. There is material for more 
than one governor there, and I think that 
in your own minds you have chosen as tho 
successor of Governor Grcenhalge the man 
who has just spoken here. 


"In 1692 the country was in groat pros- 


perity, and It had not resulted in produc- 
ing a piled-up surplus of goods. Dun and 
Bradstreets reported that the markets 
were low. 


"Mr. '~:-'>fend came in and found this 


magnify. >t prosperity. 
Instead of being 


carved up for a dish fit for the gods, it 
was hacked into a carcass fit for the 
hounds. In his first administration Ifr. 
Cleveland kopt the reserve at S10U,000,000 
in gold, and- It was maintained by Mr. 
Harrison and 8107,000,000 turned over to 
Mr. Cleveland in the second term. 


He tlien touched upon tho repeal of tho 


state bank tax and his finale on the finan- 
cial talk was: 


"Wo are the richest country-in the 


world; hut we were humiliated by the 
contract that- a 
syndicate of private 


bankers should protect the national treas- 
ury." 


Three cheers were given for the ticket 


and the speakers of the evening and then 
the voters dispersed. 


It was probably . the tamest rally ever 


hold in-Huntingtonhall by either of the 
leading parties.

TRAINS. COLLIDE 


Express And Accommoda. 


tion Met at Hyde Park. 


I'HK BLOCK SIGNALS DID-NOT 


\VOKK. 


Two Killed And Twenty-Sevea Bad- 


ly Injured. • 


HYDE PAB.K, SIoss., Oct. 25.—A rear- 


end collision occurred hero.close by tho 
New York, Now Haven and Hartford rail- 
road station at 5:18 p. m. last evening, in 
which Brakeman Austin was killed and 
a woman was fatally injured, and 27 other 
passengers were more or less seriously 
hurt. Tho list of injured is as follows:

ill's. Gannon, Cambridge, internal -injur- 
ies; Thomas J. Burke, Norfolk station, 
injured about the head and face; William 
Ester, Charlestown, 
injured about tho 


head and face; William B.Hoyt, Roxhury, 
internal injuries; Roscoo Rlncs, Hnxbury, 
internally injured. 


The regular Mansfield accommodation 


train, duo in Boston at 5:47, was just 
li'iivlng the station, 10 minutes late, wiien 
the New London and Providence express, 
due In Boston at 6:10, came running down 
from Canton Junction, on a perfectly 
si might track, and cracked into the rear 
ot the Mansfield, train. 


The engine of tho Providence train 


plowed into the rear car fora distance of 
five or six feet, and caused this car to tole- 
si:ope tho one ahe'id. . Between these cars 
wsii Brakeinau Austin,: who was caught, 
and remained jammed in. the wreck for 
nearly an hour. 


Aid Promptly Rontlored. 


As soon as the dazed people about tho 


station realized what had occurred, a rush 
was made for tho train, and the work of 
taking out tho wounded began. A wreck- 
Ing train, with General Superintendent 
"Allen, was at tho scene within half an 
hour. All the physicians in Hydo Park, 
Dedham and Milton wero summoned by 
telephone, and the police department; of 
Boston notified. Ambulances were sent 
mit and others • dispatched . to thc-^Prtrfc 
square station, Boston, fo remove those of 
tho wounded who were sent in to that city 
by special train. 


All .the seriously injured were sent to 


the 
Massachusetts general hospital in 


Boston. It was nearly 0:30 before tho un- 
fortunate brakcinan could bo excricated 
from the mass of debris between the tele- 
scoped cars, and he died shortly afterward 
in tho station waiting room. Both liis 
legs wero broken and ho was jammed 
frightfully about cho body. 


In speaking of the 
wreck, General 


Superintendent Allen said: .."Kugiuoer 
Burnhnm must havo deliberately rim by 
two electric block sigriols showing red 
lights, one of which is just north of the 
Keadville station and the other south of 
the Hyde Park .station. Besides this tho 
rt-ar lights on the M-aufllleld train wore 
burning, so that there can be no excuse for 
Burnham's negligence'." 


The track was cleared within an hour 


after the accident, and the loss to the road 
is estimated at not ove;; ?2000. 


All tliu passengers that were- injured 


were in the rear car. with the exception of 
Mr. Itines, vfho was iu tho second car. 
Congressman Morse was not seriously in- 
jured, and returned home after his hands 
and arms were dressed. 


Iho Knjjinenr'H Starr. 


Both the engineer and fireman of the 


express stood, to their posts. They wero 
both injured, the fireman getting tho 
worst of it with a cut head and a broken 
rib. The engineer got a lame baok and. 
was deafened. Ho Is John H. Bnrnham 
of Boston, and he says the signals gave a 
clear track. 
The fireman's name was 


William Hoyt of Boston. 


Mr. Burn ham was found at his home 


late last night. He was sitting up. in tho 
midst of his family, and', but for his lame 
bock, seemed fairly comfortable. "The 
signals said 'go ahead,' " he said, "and I 
nnver thought of anything being wrong. 
We were on time at Beadville, and slowed 
down afc tho signal tower at that place, ao- 
sording to the orders that have Deen stand- 
ing ever since wo changed to tho right- 
hand track. 


*'As the signals are not yet workincr, 


the man at the tower gave us the signals' 
by hand and said: 'All right, go ahead.1 
Tho smoko biow down and hid the track 
ahead, and to our own smoke was addnd, 
just before we got to Hyde Pork station, 
the smoke from another engine, outbound, 
which had just pulled out. 


"I didn't seo anything of the other train 


until we wero close t-o it—just at the 
bridge, In fact. Thon I saw tho lights on 
It.. I never was in a tighter place in any 
life. 


"I turned on the air immediately, jump- 


ing down from my seat as I did so. Then 
I reversed .her and threw her wide opon. 
I didn't havo time t-o opon tho sand-box. 
The flreman jumped down from his seat, 
too. and just then wo struck. 


"Both of us were tlirown against tho 


boiler butt, and Hoyt fell on his head on 
the running board. The tender telescoped 
in and struck my. back. If wo had been 
in our seats we should have hoth been 
killed.

"I have been driving an engine for 2S 


years and this is my firsc serious accident!" 


On Christmas day, ISSO, the side rod of 


Me. Burnham's machine broke and came 
founding up directly under him, breaking 
tho cab into kindling. For standing at 
his post in this time of peril tho Massa- 
chusetts Humane society gave him a 
modal, which he now has. It is said to bo 
the only one ever given to a railroad man.

THE TCUR STORY OF A GRKAT 


B.VTMiE 


As Told l>y a Member of the Cuban 


Junta. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Don, B5.—A mombor of 


tho Cuban junta, \ who travels tor tho 
oigar trade, and who was a colonel in tho 
first Cuban revolution, reached Minne- 
apolis yesterday. 


While refusing his name to be meiv 


tioned, on tho ground that Che success of 
the junta's operations depended upon'tho 
Beareoy of his movements, ho nevertheless 
gave out late news received by the junta 
from Cuba. He has bcnu concerned in 
every effort of tho American junta, to help 
tho Cuban cause, including tho Wilming- 
ton affair. 


Following is a dispatch ho received last 


night from Cuba, describing, tho recent 
revolutionist victory which gave the con- 
trol of the province of Puerto Principe to 
tho insurgents: 
. 


"General Maeoo, acting under orders 


from tho war minister, started to inarch 
Irorn Santiago de Cuba to join General 
Sanchio in Las Billas, in the province o£ 
Santa Cl.ira, where they were to unite 
their forces and ravage the sugar planta- 
tions. The Spanish got wind of General 
Macco's intentions and immediately dis- 
patched n formidable column of 2800 men 
under General Eohague to prevent tho 
junction of the Cuban armies. 


Xuaurgontfl 'Victorious. 


"Tl>is column found General Mncco as 


far advanced on his way as tho San Juan 
valley, in the south of Cuba, between 
Polguin and Barajugua. Maeeo had 3000 
men, 
of which 600 were cavalry, and 2500 


infujitry. 
Tho Spanish had 200 men less, 


but this difference -.vas moro than com- 
pensated for by the possession of three ex- 
cellent pieces of artillery. The battle Be- 
gan at once, and wus fought by tho Cubans 
with great fury. After four hours of tor- 
Title fighting, General ffichaguc was driven 
from the ileld in disorderly retreac, leav- 
ing SQO killed and wounded men and all 
his artillery behind him. Since the battle, 
the insurgents liavo overrun Puerto Prin- 
cipe, and have effected a junction with 
General Sancliicz at Las Billas." 


Tho colnnel said: "We are bound to 


win. Wo control threa-fourths of tho isl- 
and now. Our men are armed now not only 
Tfith rnnsurs captured from tho Span- 
iards, but also with Winchesters an^. 
rumingtoos sent from tho United States. 
Thcro are over SCO American officers iu 
our army, and more are going every day. 
Only a few of the relief expeditions wo 
aro sondingout get into tho .-papers. We 
are now planning a couple that will put a 
finaj quietus on Spain. 


"Tho Spaniards aro 
fighting 
bar- 


barously. They give no quarter, and kill 
the wounded. Wo are going to aslc tho 
United States for recognition when con- 
gress meets. Our president, Salvador Cis- 
nores, has sent Dr. Joaquin Castillo, well 
remembered in connection with tho Jcau- 
nette expedition to this country, to treat 
with President Cleveland. He has not ar- 
rived yet, and is probably having trouble 
In getting through the lines."

In the oftiue of 
the United States shipping commission- 
ers ia filed n record of tho trip of ovory 
ship that takes a crew from United 
States ports. 
It is virtually a private 


diary kept by the captain for the benefit 
of tho government. 
No matter what 


happens, the umount and number of tho 
doses of medicine administered to the 
crew and to each individual of it are 
sot down, witli the miuatost details. It 
appears from these diaries that the most 
popular Hi:c1 potent medicine known to 
captains is good old fashioned ca-stor oil.

The Tree of Blood. 


The most wonderful optical experi- 


ment known to tho eya experts is that 
which produces the "blood tree," or 
"the arborescent fignra of Pnrkiiije." 
It is a vary simple and entertaining ex- 
periment'and ouo from which no possi- 
ble harm to tho eye can result. Tha ex- 
periment is an optical delusion in which 
the retina of the eye and all the blood 
vessels connected therewith appear to 
stand out in the air^n such a manner 
that the experimenter has a splendid 
view of them. 


Purkinje, tho groat optician, acci- 


dentally 
made this discovery of the 


"blood tree," or "arborescent figure" 
which bears his name several years ago, 
and since his time it has beeu used in 
thousands of curious test experiments. 
The projected imago is called 
the 


"arborescent figure" because of its re- 
semblance to a many branched tree aud 
is produced in .the following manner: 
Shut yourself up in a dark room . at 
night and move a candle or lighted 
lamp back aud forth very rapidly before 
the eyes. After a few seconds tha air 
surrounding tho candle will assume a 
deep pink'or reddish color, which rap- 
-idly takes upou itself the appearance of 
a sea of blood. Over this red background 
ramifying in all directions may be seen 
tho veins and blood vessels standing out 
iu bold relief, while toward tho center 
of the figure there appears a dark trunk- 
like line which serves as a "body" for 
your "treo of blood," the trunk being 
most plainly visible where the optio 
nerve outers the eye. 


This experiment is chiefly interesting 


because it proves that tbe parts of the 
retina which actually receive impres- 
sions and produce sensations must lie 
behind the blood vessels, since these 
cast their shadow .upon it aud enable 
the experimenter to see them as plainly 
as ho does any other external object.— 
St. Louis Republic.

For a Settlement of tho Parochial School 


War In Iliinltnlin. 


WlN>*IPI'.a, Oct. 23.—Archbishop Lange- 


vin, the head of tlio Roman Catholic 
chuch in this province, has submitted a 
proposition to Premier Grcouway and the 
Manitoba government, it is report-oil, for 
a compronilso in tho parochial school war- 
fare, and the compromise is to bo accepted. 


The terms aro understood to be these: 


Catholic F,>parato schools may be estab- 
lished, but will reetiivo no financial aid 
from tho government. 
The Catholics, 


however, arc not to he taxed for the sup- 
port of tho Protestant public schools. Tho 
Catholic nchool board will to supplied 
with machinery to impose taxes on all 
Catholics for parochial Rshooto,' cxcopt 
whcro a C.itholic parent prefers to send 
his children to the public schools. 
In brief, tho proposition ia that Catholics 


bo not taxed for public schools, but bo 
compelled to pay tho total cost of tho 
maintenance of parochial schools. Such 
a compromise, it is thought, will satisfy 
both Catholics and. Protestants, and end 
tho struggle.^

Economics.' 


The cooking school at Mechanics hall, 


yesterday, was attended by a very select 
audience both afternoon and evening. 
In 


the evening especially tho attendance was 
large many wealthy ladies being present 
•with one or more of their servants. 


Baked halibut steaks—Wash and dry 


two halibut steaks; butter a fish sheet, lay 
thin slices of salt pork upon it. Place a 
steak upon the pork; pour lemon juice 
over It and dust with salt and pepper. Dip 
oysters (one-half pint), ia melted butter 
nnd then in cracker crumbs and place 
•upon the fish. Place the second steak 
over the oysters, season as before, laying 
slices of pork on top. 
Bake 30 or -10 


minutes, basting three or four times with 
tho juice in the pan and lastly with melted 
buttor. 
Remove pork on the top and 


cover with buttered crumbs. Serve when 
the crumbs are browned, garnished with 
parsley and slices of lemon, with Hol- 
landaise sauce made as follows: 


Hollandalse sauce—Beat one-half cup- 


ful of butter till soft and creamy. 
Add 


the yoke of four eggs, one by one, and 
and beat until they are blended with the 
butter. 
Add 1 1-2 tablespoonfuls lemon 


juice, one Ealtspoouful salt, few grains 
capenne. 
Beat till smooth. Then bear 


tho mixture with the Dover egg beater for 
live minntes, set Into a dish of boiling 
•water, add one-third of a cupful boiling 
water and cook till thick as a Mayonnaise 
Bause, beating all the time. 


German pudding—Scald 1 quart of milk 


to which a piece of stick cinnamon has 
been added; mix 1-2 cup of corn starch 
•with rnllk to make It pour and stir it into 
the hot rnillc. Add 2 tea-spoonfuls sugar 
and cook 15 minutes. Ber.t the whites of 
3 eggs till dry. 
Mix 3 tablespoonfuls co- 


coa and 1 tablespoonfnl sugar; dissolve 
with 2 tablespoonfuls hot water. 
Pour 


one-half the pudding mixture into a dish 
and add 1-2 the beaten whites to it. 
Flavor with 1-2 teaspoonful vanilla. Add 
tho cocoa mixture with 1-2 teaspoonful 
vanilla »nd the rest, ot tho whites to the 
other half oc tho pudding mixture. 
Put 


the chocolate pudding into the lower part 
of a mould and the white pudding above. 
Sorvo when cold with n boiled custard 
inada with a pint of milk and the yolks of 
the eggs UAVored with 1 teaspoonful of 
vanl'ila. 


Pliin pastry—Sift into chopping bowl 1 


heaping cup of flour, saltspoonful each of 
salt and Cleveland's baking powder. Chop 
Into it from 1-3 to 1-2 cup of Inrd. 
Mix 


•with as little water s.s possible; turn upon, 
the board, pat, roll out, fold, turn and 
roll out twice. Then roll up like a jellv 
roll. 


At the evening session, Mrs. 
Bates 


made use of the following recipes: 


Blanquette of chicken—Melt 2 table- 


spoonfuls flour, i teaspoonful salt, and J 
saltspoonful pepper. 
Add 1 cup of chick- 


en stock and 1 cup of Highland evaporat- 
ed cream, which has beon diluted J with 
milk. Add 1 pint of chicken, cut into 
dice, and $ can of peas. Servo on thin 
slices of toast. 


Red salad—Mix together 1 cup of beets, 


2 cups of cold boiled potatoes, 1-2 cup of 
veal, pork or chicken, 1 apple peeled and 
3-2 cup of celery, all cut into dice. Add 1 
chopped pickle. Marinate with a French 
dressing, made with 2 tablespoonfuls oil, 
4 tablespoonfuls vinegar, a few grains of 
cayenne and mustard, a few drops of 
onion juice, and salt to taste. Arrange 
the vegetables on a large plate, and mark 
out a star with a knife. 
Outline the star 


•with parsley, and fill in between tho points 
•with the yokes and whites of eggs, beets, 
potatoes and cresses, or mince sardine. 


Cocoa layer cake—Cream 1-3 cup of 


butter. 
Add one cup of sugar and cream. 


Add 1-2 cup of milk, 2 well beaten eggs, 
and 2 cups of flour with 2 teaspoonfuls 
Cleveland's baking powder. Bake in three 
layers. 


For the filling—Threu tablespoonfuls 


butter,-2 teaspoonful cccoa, and sugar 
(confectioner's) to .mix stiff enough to 
spread. 
Pat between and on top of 


3ayers. 


Tartar 
sauce—Mix 
1-2 
teaspoonful 


sugar, 1 teaspoonful mustard, 1 teaspoon- 
ful salt and 1-4 teaspoonful cayenne.

They Deal Mostly With National 


Issues. 


There was something very frosty ahout 


the republican rally In Huntlnglon hall, 
.ast evening. 


It was a rally, and then again it wasn't. 


There were speakers there and they spoke, 
but tho audience was cold, very cold, and 
there was a lack of that enthusiasm which 
n the past has characterized rallies in 
this city, both democratic and republi- 
can. 


But there is a. reason for this lack of 


enthusiasm; it Is attributable to the eva- 


Ivo campaign being waged by the republi- 
cans. Last night, not once was reference 
inaile to the corporation, or liorne rule 
planks in the democratic platform; rather 
were the speakers inclined to talk on 
national affairs, the state hank issue in 
particular. 


The mention of Governor Greenhalije's 


name elicited but faint applause. This 
was In striking contrast witn the hurrahs 
with which his name was greeted last 
year. 


Shortly after S o'clock Chairman Kilcs- 


kl called to order, read a long list of vice 
presidents from every ward iu the city and 
introduced Solon Vf. 
Stevens, Esq., as 


presiding officer. 
When Mr. Stevens com- 


menced-tho body of the hall was nearly 
lilled. but in the gallery moro than one- 
halt the seats were vacant. 
There were 


about L'5 ladies present and Mr. Stevens in 
Ills opening speech said it was easy to tell 
that the. rally was a republican one be- 
cause of the lar(,'C number of ladies pres- 
ent. 
Ho said that as sure as the sun 


would rise on Xov. 5, Hon. Frederick .T. 
Greenhaige will be elected for a third 
term. He then said a kind word for 
Senator Foss and introduced Lteut.-Gov. 
Wolcott as "the coming man." 


The lieutenant governor was certainly 


accorded a very warm reception. Among 
other things he said: "At this hour last 
night it was my pleasure to be on the 
platform of :i great gathering of the re- 
publicans of the state. 
Among the speak- 


ars was that fearless, sturdy leader, whose 
name is known throughout the land, 
Theodore Soosevelt. 1 wish that every 
one of yon could have heard that speech. 
It was a bugle call as he thundered forth 
that whether defeated or not, he would not 
raise a fingerwelght from the effort to 
purge Xew York of corruption. 


Then he praised the New York man, 


complimenting him la the highest terms 
for the work he is doing. Speaking of 
the Hon. John E. Russell's speech at Ded- 
aam, ho said: 
' 
"lie denied my statement that a plank 


,n the democratic platform of 1802 favor- 
ed the repeal of the 10 per cent, tax on 
state banks. Before Mr. Russell goes 


Dunninc again he had better look to his 
cartridge, lest it he blank. 


"I believe that the republican party, 


long the custodian of the honor o£ the 
country, will wait long hefore it 
ex- 


changes the notes redeemable In gold by 
government for notes depending on the 
stability of the 44 state legislatures. So I 
say that this policy of the democratic 
party is a menace to the prosperity of the 
country. 


"I might speak of foreign policy. I 


believe the people demand that the United 
States flag shall protect Americans every- 
where. I believe that the Monroe doctrine 
should be more strongly asserted, and 
that the armed occupation of the countries 
south, of 
the 
United 
States 
should 


cease. 


This last sentiment called for applause. 


In conclusion, the lieutenant governer, 
devoted 
considerable attention to the 


governor's council, denouncing strongly, 
and discountenancing 
the idea of Its 


abolition. 


Congressman ilcCall of Winchester was 


then introduced and during his speech, 
went Solon Stevens one better by referr- 
ing to Mr. Wolcott as "the next candidate 
for governor." 
'Hie said: 


"You have a splendid state ticket, from 


top to bottom. There is material for more 
than one governor there, and I think that 
in your own minds you have chosen as the 
successor of Governor Greenhalgo the ma^i 
who has just spoken here. 


"In 1392 the country was in great pros- 


perity, and it had not resulted in produc- 
ing a pilod-up surplus of goods. 
Dun and 


Bradstruets reported that the markets 
were low. 


"Mr. Cleveland came in and found this 


magnificent prosperity. 
Instead of being 


carved up for a dish fit for the gods, it 
was hacked into a carcass fit for the 
hounds. In his first administration Mr. 
Cleveland kept the reserve at STOO.OOO.OOO 
in gold, and it was maintained by Mr. 
Harrison and 8107,600,000 turned over to 
Mr. Cleveland in the second term. 


He then touched upon the repeal of the 


state bank tax and his finale on the finan- 
cial talk was: 


"Wo are the richest country In the 


world, but we were humiliated by the 
contract that a 
syndicate of private 


bankers should protect the national treas- 
ury." 


Three cheers were given for tho ticket 


and the speakers of the evening and then 
the voters dispersed. 


It was probably the tamest rally ever 


held in Huntingtoa hall by either of the 
leading parties.

HIS ANSWER DK31ANDED ON THE 


SCHOOL QUESTION. 


Does He Approve Exclusion of Catho- 


lic Teachers? 


At Milford, !»st night, Hon. George 


Fred Williams made another reference to 
Governor Greenhalge's attitude on the 
school question. He stated that he had 
not been able to get the governor to make 
any allusion to the attitude of the A.P.A. 
In trying to prevent the employment of 
Catholic teachers in the public schools. 
Mr. Williams said: 


' Will He ElplalnT 


Last night, however, by indirection, he 


seems to me to be appealing for the aym- 
paUiy of this organization, which adopts 
as its badge and symbol what it calls "a 
little red schoolliouse," and refers to viola- 
tors of the little red schoolhouso as public 
enemies. Will His Excellency explain just 
what he means by such language, and ac- 
cept my assurance that I am utterly un- 
alile t'o understand the significance of his 
words? 


I do cot know any enemies of the public 


schools hi the state of Massachusetts, ex- 
cept those who would attempt to make it 
sectarian of any religious faith. That 
there are no enemies of the public schools' 
in my party, I sincerely believe, and His 
Escellancy Joes not venture to deny it. 
I do, however, stand aghast at the pro- 


posal openly made by a secret political or- 
ganizationin this state to exclude from our 
public school system those who give their 
allegiance to the Catholic faith. 
The 


proposition is alarming and threaten- 
ing. 
I cannot conceive any other result 


than to disrupt our public school system 
and 
remove 
from 
tho 
ranks . of 


the 
pupils 
the 
children 
of 
all 


Catholic citizens who should be 
in- 


sulted and humiliated by an organized 
effort to prevent leachers of that faith 
from taking up the duty of teaching in 
our state. I had not supposed that any 
organization would be so bold as to.mr.ke 
such a gross, dastardly attack upon the 
non-sectarian character 
of our public 


school system. 


I say now, with a sense of solemn re- 


sponsibility, to Governor G-reenhalge, that 
if he has himself a feeling of loyalty to 
our public schools,, he cannot afford to 
temporize with an organization which de- 
clares war upon the sacred system of pop- 
ular, non-sectarian education of Massa- 
chusetts. If the organs and leaders of 
this 
movement within the 
republican 


p.irty will absolutely disclaim the authen- 
ticity of this declaration, and any such 
purpose on their part, I will gladly ac- 
knowledge such evidence. But surely the 
governor of Massachusetts has a duty 
which extends beyond his candidacy for 
re-election, and his voice la more potent 
than mine, and his obligation hijlier and 
more sacred. As governor of th.* com- 
monwealth, he represents the tho;isands 
of Catholic teachers and the many honest 
Catholics who are serving upon the school 
committees of cities and towns. 
His al- 


ienee ia unjustifiable, it seems to me, and 
much more so is his use of a symbol with 
which this order is Identified. 


Red or White. 


Let me speak as a man of large exper- 


ience with the public schools of Massa- 
chusetts—as a pupil, a teacher and a 
school coinmltteemau—that I see in that 
symbol an indication that it does not be- 
long to Massachusetts, and that it is im- 
ported from some quarter that represents 
other views and other systems than the 
public school system of Massachusetts. 
Why, I beg to ask, is the symbol of this 
order a red schoolhouse? I have travelled 
np and down this'commonwealthformany 
year/ and I do not recall a single sohool- 
houaa which is painted red. 
The white 


schoolbpuse represents the Massachusetts 
institution and more fittingly, indeed, as 
it is the emblem of purity, rather than the 
emblem of bloody controversy. 
I stand 


by the white schoolhouse of Massachu- 
setts, which has been purified in tho at- 
mosphere of our constitution, which may 
well bear above the white flag of our na- 
tive state, which means peace and good 
spirit among 
the 
worshippers at all 


shrines and the sons and daughters of any 
nationality. 


The Governor Defied. 


I defy Governor Greenhaige or any of 


his followers to show in the ranks of my 
party anyone who would smooch- or spot 
the pure white of the Massachusetts pub- 
lic school. And I say to His Excellency 
that I stand at the head of a party that Is 
willing to shed red blood if need be In the 
defence of -our non-sectarian schools, in 
the defence of liberty oE worship to ail 
men, and to hold pure and unsullied the 
white of that flag which was borne by 
Catholics and Protestants alike over the 
red fields of the civil war. 


But the battle for the maintenance of 


our school system must he fought at the 
ballot bos. It is a matter of political 
controversy, and I have no doubt will re- 
main so. But the time when the effective 
blow may be struck is upon the first ap- 
pearance of the enemy. That enemy now 
stands intrenched within the walla of 
your party, your Excellency, and it Is for 
you and your party to drive them .from 
your midst or you cannot escape the re- 
sponsibility for the evils which they may 
du.

Ambulances were sent 
our. nnd olhers dispatched to the Park 
square stntiou, Boston, to remove those of 
tin; wounded who were sent into thatcity 
by special train. 


All the seriously injured wore sent to 


the 
Massachusetts general hospital in 


Boston. It was nearly 0:8J beforo the un- 
fortunate brake-man could be extricated 
from the mass of debris between tho tele- 
scoped cars, and he died shortly afterward 
In tho station milting room. Both his 
legs were broken and he was jammed 
frightfully about tho body.

THE TltUE STORY OF

As Told by a. Member of the Cuban 


Junta, 


THE LOWELL DAILY SUN. FRIDAY, OCTOBER 25. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 25.—A member of 


the Cuban junta, who travels for tho 
cigar trade, and who was a colonel in tho 
first Cuban revolution, reached Minnc 
apolis yesterday. 


While refusing his name to be men. 


tionod, on tho ground that tlio success of 
tho junta's operations depended upon tho 
secrecy of his movements, ho nevertheless 
Bare out Into news received by tho junta 
from Cuba. He has been concerned in 
every effort of the American junta to help 
the Cuban cause, including tho Wilming- 
ton affair. 


Following is a dispatch hs received last 


night from Cuba, describing the recent 
revolutionist .victory ^hich gave tho con- 
trol of tho province of Puerto Principe to 
the insurgents: 


"General Macco, acting under orders 


from the war minister, started to march 
from Santiago de Cuba to join General 
Saucliio in Las Biilas, in tho province of 
Santa Clara, where they were to unite 
their forces anu ravage tho sugar planta- 
tions. The Spanish got wind of General 
Macao's intentions and Immediately dis- 
patched a formidable column of SSOO men 
tinder General Eehague to prevent tho 
junction of tho Cuban armies. 


InKurgents Vlctorions. 


"Tliis Column found General Maceo as 


far advanced ?n liis way as the San Juan 
valley, in tho bouth of Cuba, between 
Polguiu and Baraju^na. Maceo had SOOO 
men, of which 500 were csvalry and 2500 
Infantry. Tho Spanish had £00 men less, 
but this difference was more U.:m com- 
pensated for by the possession of three ex- 
cellent pieces of artillery. The >battlo T)u- 
gun at once, and was fought by the Cubans 
with great fury), After four hours of ter- 
rific fighting, General-Echaguo was driven 
Irom tlie iield iu disorderly retreat, leav- 
ing 800 killed and wounded men and all 
his artillery behind him. Si nee the battle, 
the insurgents have overrun Puerto Prin- 
cipe, and have effected a junction with 
General Sancliiez at Las Blllas." 


The colonel said: "We are bound to 


win. 
We control three-fourths of tho isl- 


and now. Our men are armed now not only 
with masurs captured from the Span- 
iards, but also with Winchesters and 
remingtons sent from tho United States. 
Thoie are over 300 American officers iu 
our army, and more ore going every day. 
Only a few of tho relief expeditions wo 
are sending out get into tho papers. Wo 
aro now planning a couple that will put a 
final quieuis on Spaiu. 


"The 
Spaniards, are 
fighting 
bar- 


barously. They give no quarter, and kill 
the wounded. Wo are going to ask tho 
United States for recognition when con- 
gress meets. Oar president, Salvador Cis- 
nores, has sent Dr. Joaquin Castillo, well 
remembered in connection with tho Jean- 
nette expedition to this country, to treat 
•with President Cleveland. He has not ar- 
rived yet, and Is probably having trouble 
in getting through the lines."

Anybody who has had any 
experience -with tho merchant service 
knows that the captain is usually the 
only M. D. aboard, and that his knowl- 
edge was never gained in any college of 
pharmacy or medicine. In the office of 
the United States shipping commission- 
ers is filed a record of the trip of every 
ship that takes a crew from United 
States ports. It is virtually a private 
diary kept by the captain for the benefit 
of the government. 
No matter what 


happens, the amount and number of tho 
doses of medicine administered to the 
crew and to eacib individual of it are 
set down, with the minutest details. It 
appears from theso diaries that tho most 
popular and potect medicine known to 
captains is good old fashioned castor oil.

The most wonderful optical experi- 


ment known to tho eye experts is that 
which produces the "blood tree," or 
"the arborescent figure of Pnrkinje. 
It is a very simple and entertaining ex- 
periment and one from -which no possi- 
ble harm to tlie eye can result. The ex- 
periment is an optical delusion in which 
tbe retina of the eye and all the blood 
vessels connected therewith appear to 
stand ont in the air in such a manner 
that tho experimenter has a splendid 
•view of them. 


Purkinje, the great optician, acci- 


dentally made this discovery of the 
"blood tree,"or "arborescent figure" 
which bears his name several years ago, 
and since his time it has been used in 
ihousands of ourions test experiments; 
Tlie projected image is called 
the 


'arborescent figure" because of' its re- 
semblance to a many branched tree and 
is produced in the following manner:

Tho fact that Ifusan is ono of the points 


toward which thu Russians aro heading is 
pointed out as specially significant. IFusau 
is at tho southeasterly extremity of Korea, 
und is tho point nearest to Japan, being 
only 13 hours' sail from tho Japanuse 
mainland. Farther north is Won-San, 
tho strategic point in Korea which tho 
Russians havo long sought to secure. 
It is ou Broughton's bay, in the middle 
of tho east coast of Korea. The north 
arm of tho bay I.s known as Port Lazaueff, 
and here tho Russian fleet comes regularly 
for maneuvers. The bay is the only use 
ful harbor in tho strotch of 600 miles 
along tho east coast of Korea. Tho har- 
bor is perfectly sheltered, and is open the 
year rou'ad. Leading authorities agree 
that it will ultimately ba the twininus ol 
tho trans-Siberian railway which Russhi 
is building. 


For thcso reasons tho movements of the 


Russian fleet toward these points of strat- 
egic importance is watched with keen in. 
tcrest.

War Ia Manitoba. 


Wunnpzo, Ocb. 23.—Archbishop Lange- 


vln, tho head of tha Romun Outholio 
chuch in this province, has submitted a 
proposition to Premier Greenwuy and tho 
Manitoba government, it is reported, for 
a compromise in tho parochial school war- 
faro, and the compromise is to be accepted. 


The terms ore understood to bo these: 


Catholio separate schools' may bo estab- 
lished, but will receive uo financial .aid 
from tho government. 
The Catholics, 


however, lire not to be taxed for the sup- 
port of thu Protestant public schools. Tho 
Catholio school board -will be supplied 
with machinery to impose taxes ou nil 
Catholics for parochial 
schools, except 


where a Catholic parent prefers to send 
his children to the public schools. 


In brief, the proposition is that- CathoHos 


bo not taxed for public schools, but bo 
compelled to pay tho total cost of tho 
maintenance of parochial schools. Such 
a compromise, • it is thought, will satisfy 
both Catholics and Protestants, and end 
the struggle. 


Knapp's Explanation.

and add 1-2 the beaten whites to it. 
Flavor with 1-2 teaspoonr'ul vanilla.

the cocoa mixture with 1-2 teaspoouful 
-vanilla and tha rest of tho whites to thn 
other half of tho pudding mixture.

the chocolate pudding into the lower part 
of a mould and the white pudding above. 
Servo when cold with a boiled custard 
made with a pint of milk and the yolks of 
the eggs llavored with 1 teaspoonful of 
vanilla.

There was something very frosty about 


the republican rally In Iluntington hall, 
last evening.

cause of the lnrj;e number of ladies pres- 
ent, lie said that as sure as tho sun 
would rise on Nov. ij, Hon. Frederick .T. 
Ureenhalge will be elected for a third 
term. 
He then said a kind word for 


.Senator Foss and introduced Lieut.-Gov. 
Wolcott as "the coining mau." 


The lieutenant governor was certainly 


accorded a very warm reception. Among 
other thimrs he said: "At this hour last 
night it was uiy pleasure to be on the 
platform of a great Katherinji of the re- 
publicans of the state.

meter water in all houses In the city and 
by which tho owners of buildings will he 
taxed S3 as a minimum I would like to 
nsk if the projectors of this scheme have 
taken into consideration the fact that in 
&11 cases of tenement houses the water is 
used by the tenants and that should the 
xueter register more than would suit tho 
landlord's pocketbook, each tenant would 
get » lecture upon economy in using water 
by his landlordship and that in many 
cases eventually the facilities for obtain- 
ing water by tenants would be reduced? 


As it Is already, some of the large tene- 


ment blocks of this city are in an un- 
healthy condition owing to lack of flushes 
in water closets and in some cases, lack of 
•water closets. 
Now, if every drop of 


water is to be charged to the landlord we 
may expect to find in tha future, one fau- 
cet to two families in a tenement block, 
and fewer closets. 
Let the water board 


consider the needs of the poor and the ef- 
fect of the new scheme upon poor tenants 
before acting In the matter.

For a Settlement of the Parochial SahooV 


War In Manitoba, 


Oct. 25.—Arohbishop Lango- 


vin, the head oC tho Roman Catholic 
chuch in this province, has submitted a 
proposition to Premier Greenwtiy and the 
Manitoba .government, it is reported, for 
a compromiso in tho parochial school war- 
faro, and the compromise is to be accepted. 


The terms are understood to he these: 


Catholic separate schools' may bo estab- 
lished, but will receive no financial aid 
from tho government. 
The Catholics, 


however, are not to be taxed for the sup- 
port of the Protestant public schools. The 
Catholic school board will be supplied 
with machinery to impose taxes on all 
Catholics for parochial 
schools, except 


where a Catholic parent, prefers to send 
his children to the public schools. 


In brief, the proposition is thafc Catholics 


bo not taxed for public schools, but bo 
compelled to pay tho total cost of tho 
maintenance of parochial schools. Such 
a compromise, it is thought, will satisfy 
both Catholics and Protestants, and end 
the struggle.
